Whereas, the act of Congress, ap- 
proved May 22nd, 1872, removes all 
political disabilities imposed by the 
third section of the fourteenth article of 
amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States, from ell persons whom- 
soever, except Senators and Represen- 

atives of the Thirty sixth and Thirty- 
seventh Congresses, and officers in the 
judicial, military and naval service of 
the United States, heads of Departinents 
aud Foreign ministers of the United 
States, and whereas, it is represented to 
me that there are now pending in the 
several Circuit and District Courts of 
the U.S., proceedings by gue wairanto 
under the fourteenth section of the act 
of Congress, approved May 1879, 
to remove from office certain persons 
Who are alleged to hold said oftices in 
Violation of the provisions of suid article 
of amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States, and also penal prose 
cutions against such persons, under the 
fifteenth seetion of the act of Congress 
afi resaid, 

Now, therefore, I, Uiysees S. Grant, 
President of the United States, do here 
by cirect all District Attorneys, having 
charge of such proceedings and prose- 
cutions, to dismiss and discontinue the 
same, except as to persons whe may be 
embraced in the exceptions named in 
the act of Congress first above cited.
